| August, saya Isabel Lewis, of the 
U, S. Naval. observatory. Every 
fifteen or seventeen. years the 
opposition of Mars occirs when 


the planet is.not far from, perihele | 


ion or the point in its orbit nearest 
‘to.the sun. The planet is then 
about 26,000,000 miles nearer to the 
earth thatr it is at its‘ most distant 
opposition, ‘which occurs when Jt 
is near aphelion or.the point in its 
orbit farthest from the sun. The 
last close opposition of Mars 
occurred in September, 1909, when 
Mars came within 36,180,000 miles 
of theearth. On August 22 of this 
year, a few hours before it comes 
into. opposition with the sun, Mars 
will be at.a distance of 34,630,000 
-miles-from-the earth; which is very 
nearly, if not quite, ‘as close as ‘ic 


cam ever come to the earth, and]: 


about one and a half million miles 
nearer than it was fifteen years ago. 

__ CELEBRATED ‘CANALS, 

Schiaparelli made his) much- 
debated discovery of the “ canals” 
|of Mars at a close opposition, that 
of 1877, which he confirmed at the 
fojlowing’ favourable oppositions 
of 1879 ‘and 1881. Every close 
opposition of this. mysterious 
planet brings additional -observa-. 
tions of special interest and value, 
and it is’ practically certain .that 
this, the closest of all, will-be no 
exception, : 

The solar eclipses of' 1924 will 
all be partial, and the lunar eclipses 
will be total. The solar ectipse of 
July 3t will have a magnitude of 
tg per cent, and. will be visible 
only in south polar regions. _ The 
solar eclipse’ of August 29 with a 
@re.test magnitude of 43 per cent. 
will be visible in the Arctic Ocean, 
Greenland, the northern part of 
Norway “and ‘Sweden, northern 
‘Russija,: Siberia, northern China, 
Kamschatka, and Japan. 

The total eclipse of the moon of 
August 14 will be visible in the 
Indian Ocean, ;
